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Abstract of JP2002207869 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To solve the problem that a system for especially facilitating the 
acquisition of food materials along a menu or the like is not known though It is the work of heavy 
burdens to think of an appropriate menu everyday. SOLUTION: A client registers information regarding 
a meal such as the members of his/her family and the preferences beforehand (step S5). When the 
system Is accessed so as to be provkled with a recipe (step S11), a plurality of appropriate recipes are 
proposed from the information regarding the family and the information of the food materials in a sales 
store, etc., and the shopping list and discount ticket of a selected recipe are issued (steps S21-S23). 
As a result, not only the client obtains the recipe corresponding to the conditions of the famtty but also 
shopping is facilitated and economical advantages are received as well. For the sales store as weH, the 
stock of the food materials is appropriately consumed.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the recipe providing system which 
provides with the recipe of cooking the client accessed via a network in detail about a 
recipe providing system and a provision method. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Time and effort in which it is remarkable for a domestic 
housewife to stand a daily menu taking a domestic constituent's liking etc. into 
consideration It was the work to require. For this reason, systems which provide a recipe 
for every genre, such as Chinese food, Japanese-style food, and French cuisine, are 
known from the former. In such a system, an input of the foods etc. which are in a 
refrigerator, for example will output the menu which can be cooked centering on those 
foods. Although this system may be provided vsdth gestalten, such as CD-ROM, also 
when realizing via networks, such as the Intemet, with the gestalt which pulls out 
information from the database formed in the site which a predetermined cook etc. 
manage, there was.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]However, there was a problem that the client 
to access had to specify the foods in a refrigerator, or these systems had to input a 
domestic constituent's liking, a constituent's number, etc. one by one. If it must go to 
some store to purchase when there are no foods into a refrigerator, but it goes shopping 
based on the recipe which came to hand, It had said cheaper foods being found and 
changing [ the foods are sold out, or ] the contents of cooking hurriedly, and it was 
common for actual use to be difficult. 

[0004]This invention was made for the purpose of solving the above-mentioned problem, 
and the client accessed via a network being able to use easily, and making acquisition of 
foods easy.

[The means for solving a technical problem, and its operation and effect] The recipe 
databases which the recipe providing device of this invention is a recipe providing system 
which provides with the recipe of cooking the client accessed via a network, and 
memorized the recipe of two or more dishes which contains a material list at least. The 
foods specifying means which specifies the foods which it is going to sell preponderantly 
in the store which sells foods at least. The client database which registers an accessible 
client into said recipe databases via a network with the information about the meal of the 
home where this client belongs, From said client, there is access via said network and the 
same or different network. When the output of a recipe is required, it is making to have 
had the recipe output means which outputs a predetermined recipe out of said recipe 
databases based on said specified foods and the information about said memorized meal 
of the home of the client concerned into the gist. 

[0006] An invention of a recipe providing method corresponding to this recipe providing 
system, It is the method of providing with a recipe of cooking a client accessed via a 
network. In a store which builds recipe databases which memorized a recipe of two or 
more dishes which contains a material list at least, and sells foods at least. Specify foods 
which it is going to sell preponderantly and an accessible client is registered into said 
recipe databases via a network with information about a meal of a home where this client 
belongs, A client database is built and there is access via said network and same or 
different network from said client. When an output of a recipe is required, let it be a gist 
to output a predetermined recipe out of said recipe databases based on said specified 
foods and information about said memorized meal of a home of the client concerned. 
[0007] According to this recipe providing system and method for the same, a client 
registers in advance of use with information about a meal of a home where this client 
belongs, although it accesses via a network. As a result, a client database is built 
beforehand. On the other hand, recipe databases which memorized a recipe of two or 
more dishes which contains a material list at least are also built. Then, in a store which 
will sell foods at least if a client accesses via said network and same or different network 
and an output of a recipe is required. Based on foods which it was going to sell 
preponderantly and were specified, and information about a meal of a home of the client, 
a predetermined recipe is outputted out of said recipe databases. 

[0008]Therefore, according to this invention, a recipe vAth which a client is provided is a 
recipe also based on foods specified [ not only based on information about a meal of a 
home of a client registered beforehand, but ] in a store which sells foods. As a result, as 
for a client, acquisition of foods becomes easy, and an effect is acquired for both that a 
store becomes easy to stand a sales forecast of foods. 

[0009]Here, when outputting a recipe to a client, it is still better also as what outputs 
collectively data which provides said client with predetermined added value at the time of 
purchase in said store. As such added value, information, an addition, exchange of goods, 
etc. which show discount and discount can be considered. When a client has accessed via 
the Internet etc. from its own personal computer, this added value. When received data 
may be printed, it may bring in a form of a discount ticket etc. and a client has accessed 
with a cellular phone etc., the screen is good also as what is accepted as a discount ticket 
etc. From the first, an available point etc. can also be used as added value on a network. 
[0010]Said client database is good as information about said meal also as a thing about 
said home composition number, a constituent's age distribution, and a meal which was 



fond and has memorized at least one of evasion foods, such as allergy foodstuffs, and 
grades of obesity. From the first, plurality and memorizing in combination do not 
interfere these, either If such information is memorized, a recipe suitable for an accessed 
home of a client can be provided. 

[001 l]As for recipe databases, it is also preferred to accumulate two or more recipes for 
every specific cook which created the recipe concemed. It is because a client tends to 
brew sense of reliability to an arm of a specific cook. 

[00 12] A cooking method of the dish concemed is memorized to such recipe databases 
with said recipe, and it is good for them also as what outputs this cooking method 
according to a demand of a client. In this case, the client not only can refer to a recipe, 
but can learn a cooking method easily, and it is preferred. At the time of an output of a 
cooking method, it is good also as what provides information about sale of a cooking 
utensil used for the cooking concemed. If it carries out like this, at the time of foods 
purchase, cannot forget a cooking utensil required to actually cook, either, it can be 
purchased, and it is preferred for a client. 

[00 13] A recipe pertinent information providing system or its invention of process was 
made combining a recipe providing system mentioned above. Namely, an invention of a 
recipe pertinent information providing system, This recipe providing system and a model 
home memory measure which memorizes the number of constituents of the home 
concemed, a constituent's age distribution, and liking about a model home which consists 
of predetermined personnel organization. In said some of recipe providing systems a 
simulation means to which the model home concemed carries out a simulation in 
accordance with real time as a thing using said recipe providing system, and a result of 
this simulation. Let it be a gist to have had a presenting means, as a result of showing said 
client. 

[001 4] According to this recipe pertinent information providing system, about a model 
home which consists of predetermined personnel organization, the number of constituents 
of the home concemed, a constituent's age distribution, and liking are memorized, and the 
model home concemed performs a simulation in accordance with real time as a thing 
using said recipe providing system. In this way, in some recipe providing systems, a 
client is shown a result of an obtained simulation. Therefore, the client can know what 
kind of result will be obtained, when he uses this system. And as a result, since it is 
carried out by being interlocked with sale of actual foods etc. in accordance with mere 
not anticipation but real time, an effect expected is accepted in a client as what has very 
high implementability, and an effect of promoting actual use of a recipe providing system 
is acquired. If use of added value which a recipe providing system provides is included in 
a simulation result, for example, an economical effect at the time of using this recipe 
providing system can be predicted to it, and usefiilness of a simulation can be made it at a 
very high thing. Usage which included calorie calculation etc. in a simulation and was 
referred to as predicting a diet effect from the first is also easy. 

[0015]Here, registration of a model home can also be enabled by a client. In this case, if a 
client registers approximate information into its home, the client which said simulation 
result by this model home became what agreed well at a home of a client, and received 
presentation of this result can have high sense of reliability to a recipe providing system. 
[0016]Memorize scene information including a sight in which a virtual home is eating 
further the dish cooked according to a recipe in this recipe pertinent information 



providing system, and show a client at least one of the scene information of this, and. It is 
good also as what provides information about a product contained in this scene 
information. In this case, a client arranges a product which met a life style proposed, and 
becomes easy [ directing one's life style ]. 
[0017] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]An embodiment of the invention is described using a 
figure below. Drawing 1 is an outline lineblock diagram of the recipe providing system as 
one example of this invention. This recipe providing system comprises the networks 100, 
such as the Intemet, and the server 200 and the client 300 which are connected to this. In 
this specification, a "recipe" is not only limited to the meaning of a recipe, but is used in 
the general meaning having contained the menu, the menu of the meal, etc. 
[0018]Since the recipe providing system of this example is realized as a site on the 
network 100, all the available computers can become the client 300 about the networks 
100, such as the Internet. From the first, if it is environment accessible to a network, the 
server 200 can also be accessed from the cellular phone mentioned later, an electronic 
notebook, etc. Usually, from the client 300, various contents accumulated as a database 
or a hyper-text into the server 200 are accessed using the application program for WEPU 
page accesses called a browser. 

TECHNICAL FIELD 



[Field of the InventionJThis invention relates to the recipe providing system which 
provides with the recipe of cooking the client accessed via a network in detail about a 
recipe providing system and a provision method. 

EFFECT OF THE INVENTION 



[The means for solving a technical problem, and its operation and effect] The recipe 
databases which the recipe providing device of this invention is a recipe providing system 
which provides with the recipe of cooking the client accessed via a network, and 
memorized the recipe of two or more dishes which contains a material list at least. The 
foods specifying means which specifies the foods which it is going to sell preponderantly 
in the store which sells foods at least. The client database which registers an accessible 
client into said recipe databases via a network with the information about the meal of the 
home where this client belongs. From said client, there is access via said network and the 
same or different network. When the output of a recipe is required, it is making to have 
had the recipe output means which outputs a predetermined recipe out of said recipe 
databases based on said specified foods and the information about said memorized meal 
of the home of the client concemed into the gist.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A store which is a recipe providing system characterized by comprising the 
following which provides with a recipe of cooking a client accessed via a network, and 
sells foods at least with recipe databases which memorized a recipe of two or more dishes 
which contains a material list at least. 

A foods specifying means which specifies foods which it is going to sell preponderantly. 
A client database which registers an accessible client into said recipe databases via a 
network with information about a meal of a home where this client belongs. 
From said client, there is access via said network and same or different network, A recipe 
output means which outputs a predetermined recipe out of said recipe databases based on 
said specified foods and information about said memorized meal of a home of the client 
concerned when an output of a recipe is required. 

[Claim 2] A recipe providing system provided with an added value output means which is 
the recipe providing system according to claim 1, and outputs further data which provides 
said client with predetermined added value at the time of purchase in said store when said 
recipe output means outputs a recipe collectively. 

[Claim 3]The recipe providing system according to claim 2 which is a means by which 
said added value output means displays said value added information on a screen of a 
cellular phone. 

[Claim 4]It is the recipe providing system according to claim 1, and said network at the 
time of registering said client into said client database is the Intemet, A recipe providing 
system which is a network which connects said network at the time of accessing said 
recipe output means from said client from a cellular phone. 

[Claim 5] Are the recipe providing system according to claim 1, and said client database, 
A recipe providing system which was fond and has memorized at least one of evasion 
foods, such as allergy foodstuffs, and grades of obesity conceming said home 
composition number, a constituent's age distribution, and a meal as information about 
said meal. 

[Claim 6]The recipe providing system according to claim 1 with which said recipe 
databases created the recipe concerned for two or more recipes and which was 
accumulated for every specific cook. 

[Claim 7]The recipe providing system comprising according to claim 1 : 
A cooking method output means which said recipe databases have memorized a cooking 
method of the dish concemed with said recipe, and outputs the cooking method 
concemed further according to a demand of said client. 

An offer-of-information means to provide information about sale of a cooking utensil 
used for the cooking concemed at the time of an output of a cooking method. 

[Claim 8] A recipe pertinent information providing system comprising: 

Claim 1 thru/or claim 7 are the recipe providing systems of a statement either. 

A model home memory measure which memorizes the number of constituents of the 

home concemed, a constituent's age distribution, and liking about a model home which 

consists of predetermined personnel organization. 



A simulation means to which the model home concerned carries out a simulation in 
accordance with real time as a thing using said recipe providing system. 
It is a presenting means as a result of showing said client a result of this simulation in 
said some of recipe providing systems. 

[Claim 9] Are the recipe pertinent information providing system according to claim 8, and 
said client as said model home, A recipe pertinent information providing system which 
can register approximate information into a home of this client, and shows this client said 
simulation result by the registered model home concerned. 

[Claim 10] The recipe pertinent information providing system comprising according to 
claim 8 or 9: 

A scene information database which memorized scene information including a sight in 

which a virtual home is eating the dish cooked according to said recipe. 

An offer-of-information means to show said client at least one of the scene information 

concerned, and to provide information about a product contained in this scene 

mformation. 

[Claim 1 l]It is the method of providing with a recipe of cooking a cHent accessed via a 
network. In a store which builds recipe databases which memorized a recipe of two or 
more dishes which contains a material list at least, and sells foods at least. Specify foods
